W ashington, May 18.—The Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission 
took 
its first 
step 
yesterday 
tow*ard 
breaking the freight blockade. 
Telegraphic appeals were sent to 
all state railway and public service 
commissions, urging them to join 
hands with the governm ent in lift­ 
ing the burden, while the commis­ 
sion’s force of inspectors was put 
to work to help get accurate data 
respecting 
conditions 
at 
critical 
points . 
V irtually all the several hundred 
inspectors were assigned to aid in 
surveying traffic conditions at im­ 
portant gateways where the flow of 
freight traffic is clogged. The com­ 
mission expected to be fully inform­ 
ed on the whole term inal situation 
by tonight. 
Members of the commission rec­ 
ognized the present crisis 
would 
provide a real test for 
the 
new 
transportation act 
and, 
likewise, 
that the em ergency clauses 
m ust 
m easure up to the claims of their 
staunchest supporters if freight is 
again to be set to moving smoothly. 
W ith increasing complaints from 
shippers and requests for assistance 
from the railroads them selves, the 
commission is understood to have 
determ ined to go into the freight 
tie-up with ham m er and tongs. Of­ 
ficials, however, urged patience on 
the part of those w atching for im ­ 
m ediate results, since it 
may 
re 
quire days and even weeks to start 
any thing like a resum ption of nor­ 
mal transportation service. 
In its first attem pt at freeing the 
maze of rail equipment, the 
com 
mission probably 
will 
deal 
with 
local situations in the various cities 
through individual roads. This was 
expected to last, however, only un­ 
til a general scheme can be worked 
out by which priorities and em bar­ 
goes can be employed to restrain 
the onrushing stream of commodi 
ties w aiting at every station. 
F urther suggestions of the

roads were given the commission 
at conferences with representatives 
of the railroads and shippers’ organ­ 
ization officials.

and 
thirty-eight companies in Missouri 
to advance and control the price 
and cost of commodities hereinbe­ 
fore enumerated, sugar, flour, can­ 
ned goods, soap, cereals and coffee, 
tea, dried fruits and other articles 
usually and generally handled in 
a grocery wholesale business, to 
the consumer of such articles.” 
“The last legislature refused to 
enact 
an 
antiprofiteering 
law,” 
Hopkins said in a statem ent last 
night, “and the only law we have 
to get at the situation seems to be 
the antitrust act. 
But when we 
gather evidence that wholesale gro­ 
cers are selling sugar at a gross 
profit of nearly IOO per cent it is 
time some action was taken. 
Oth­ 
er prosecutions probably will fol­ 
low.’’ 
The report of an exam ination 
filed with Hopkins shows that the 
Winfield Wholesale Grocery Com­ 
pany bought sugar on March 30 for 
$14.65 and sold some of the same 
sugar April 19 to A. A. Stevens of 
W ichita for $21.50 and to B. Hug 
on April 22 for $25. 
Tile W ichita Wholesale Grocery 
Company, according to the same 
report, bought sugar April 9 for 
$14,763 a hundred pounds, some on 
March 22 for $15,658 and on March 
31 another consignment for $12,658, 
some of which was sold iii the mid­ 
dle of April for $20 and the rest is 
being sold in Oklahoma for $29. 
Both these companies are named 
in the information as companies 
with which the Poehler concern en­ 
tered into an agreement.

ident Wilson what he thinks of it. 
“Pertinax*’ appears to be one of the 
best informed men in Europe as to 
what is going on, since in several in­ 
stances recently he has forshadowed 
with remarkable accuracy the moves 
of the Supreme Council and of the 
several Premiers.
